I will bleſſe her viualls with in- 
creaſe,and will ſatisfie her poore with bread. To 
Danids petirion, Let thy Prieſts be clothed with 
righteouſneſle, and letthy Saints ſing with ioy- 
fulnefle; Gods anſwer is this, L will clothe her 
Prieſts with ſaluation, and her Saints ſhall re- 
toyceand ſing. Laſtly, ro Dautds petition ; For 
thy ſeruant Dauids ſake turne not away the tace 
of thine anoynted : Gods anſwer is this; There| 
(hall I make the horne of Dauid to flourith , 1} 
I haue ordained alight for mine anoynred. As 
for his enemies,[ ſhall clothe them with ſhame; 
but vpoa himſelfe ſhall his crowne flourith. As 
if he ſhould haue faid; Turne away the face of 
mine anoynted? Nay, that will I neuer doe, I 
will iadeede turne away the face of the enemies 
of mine anoynrted. Their face ſhall be coucred 
with contuſtion,and clothed with ſhame : But 
contrariwiſe, I hane ordained alight for mine 
annoynted.He eucr ſhal haue a light in his face, 
and a crowne vpon his head. As for his cne- 
mies, I ſhall clothe them with ſhame 3 but vpon 
himſelfe ſhall his crowne flouriſh. 


Theſe words are principally to be vnder- 
ſtood of Chriſt. For never were any fo clothed 
with ſhame as his enemtes the cutfed Iewes 
which murthered him. Their citte was ſacked, 
not one ſtone of it beeing left vpon another, 
and they themſelues as ſtubble or chaffe were 
{cattered ouer the face ofthe earth. Sothat they 
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are the very ſhame of men, and the out-caſt of} 
all peyple Infomuch as when we would ſigni- 
fie we. hate a man deadly, indeed we common- 
ly.vie to ſay, we hate him worſe then a Iewe.On 
the other (de, Chriſt is ſo exalted now, thart all 
power is gtuen him in heauen and earth, yea | 
God hath giuen him a name aboue all names, 
thar at the moſt ſweet and moſt excellent name 
of Zeſus,cucry knee and euery heart alſo might 
doe obeylance. And as the Apoſtle prooueth 
out of che eight Plalme, The Lord now after all| 
his dolorous paines and torments, hath crow- 
ned him with honour and gloric. Neuertheleſſe 
inaſecondarie ſort this promiſe may be applied 
alſo to Dauid,who was a notable type of Chriſt; 
and ſo conſequently to euery faithfull ſucceſſor 
of Daiid, which is Chriſts vicegerent and lief- 
renant/vpon earth. For ye knowe what was the 
ende of allDauids cnemies : Abſolom his dif- 
obedient fonne hung vp by the goldylocks of 
pride, Achitophel his trayterous Councellor 
made /away himſelfe . Shemei areuiler of him 
and a detraQtor from him, in his gray haires pur 
roa ſhamefull death. The ſame may be ſaid of 
the reſt. But holy Dauid himſelfe could:neuer 
be;/ouercome; Forthough many enemies, ſpeci- 
ally Antiochus Epiphanes, bent all their force, 
tothe very vttermoſt,to roote out Dauids poſte- 
ritic, and to deſtroy Gods people; yet maugre 
their heads and their hearts, Dauids crowae yet 
flouriſhed and continued in his ſtocke,ti!] at the 
length the ſonne of Dauid came into the works; 
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of whome the Angel Gabriel ſpake to the ble(- 
ſed virgin Mary in this ſort; * He ſhall be great, 
and ſhall be called the fonne of the moſt high; 
and the Lord God ſhall giue him the throne 

of his Father Dauid , and he ſhall be ruler 

ouecrthe houſe of Iacob, and of his kingdome 
ſhall be no ende. Now if this Scripture be ſo 

notably verefied in Dauid, he hauing faithfully 

ſerued in his time, and becing now by the 

will of God dead; no reaſon but that we may vn- 
derſtanditalſo generally of euery holy one of 
God, which treadeth in Dauids ſteps, going in 

and out before Gods people;Asfor his enemies 

I ſhall cloth them with ſhame; but vpon him-! 
ſelfe ſhall his crowne flouriſh. 

Here are two parts. His enemies; himſelfe. 
His enemies, firſt ſhall haue ſhame; ſecondly 
ſhall be clothed with ſhame. Himſelfe,firſt ſhall 
haue a crownezſegondly ſhall haue a flouriſhing | 
crowne. As for his enemies I ſhall clothe them 
with ſhame; but vpon himſelte ſhall his crowne 


The ſhame which the Lord God aſſureth | 
Dauid ſhall light vpon his enemies, is a very 
dreadfull judgement againſt them. Nicetas faies 
plainely;No puniſhment ſo grieuous as ſhame. 
And Nazianzene yet more expreſlely ; Better | 
were a man dieright out, then ſtill liue in re- 
proch and ſhame. This,diuers valiant worthies 
haue ſhewed to be true, ridding themſelues vo- 
luntarily of their life, charſo they might berid | 
of their ſhame. Ajax beeing readie to diſparch 
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him- 
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himſelfe, vſed theſe as his laſt words; No greife 


| doth ſo cut the very heart of a generous and 
| magnanimous man, as ſhame & reproch.VVhat 


—_— 
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ſhould I ſpeake of any more Grecians, or Ro- 
 manes, as of Brutus, Caffius, Antonius, Caro| 
 Veicenſis,and ſuch others? In Scripture we haue| 
a plajne proofe. Mightie Sampſon, beeing a- 
bout; ro pull the whole houſe vpon his owne 
head), faid thus:O Lord God Ipray thee ſtreng- 
.then/me at this time onely, that I may bear 
once auenged of the Philiſtims, for my two 
cies. He deſired rather once to die valiantly, 
then long toliue wrerchedly.For as S.Ambroſc 
_ 1 writing of Sampſon,faith,® For a man toliue,or 
' die, isnaturall : bur for a man to liue in ſhame 
and (contempt, and to be made a laughing 

ftocke of his Enemies, is ſuch a martter, as no 

well'bted and noble minded man that hath any 
.courige, orſtomake in him, can cuer digeſt ir. 
'Yetthe Lord God promiſeth Dauid his anoin- 
ted, that ſhame ſhal be the reward of all his ene- 
| mies;ſhame I ay, which is a great deale worſe 
then death it ſelfe. As for his enemies,ſaies he, I 
ſhall clothe them with ſhame. 

Secondly, they ſhall be clothed with ſhame. 
To be clothedis an Hebrew phraſe, ſignifying 
to have any thing vnſeperabiy 'caft ypon one. 
Antliris taken back in the bttrer & in the wor- 
ſer part. As a little before; I clothe her Preiſts 
| with; ſaluation : that is, I will furniſh Syons 
| Preiſts with ſuch indowements and graces 
'from aboue\, which they ſhallbe as iswere 1n- 
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lter. The enemies of David ſhall be clothed with | 


be clothed with rebuke and diſhonour, that lift 
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ueſted into;that both by their life and Joarine, 
they ſhall tilfurther the ſaluation both of them- 
ſelues and of them which heare chem. Contra- 
riwiſe , in this place, I will cloth them with 
ſhame; That 15, ſhame ſhall ſo vnſeparably ac- 
companie them, that as whereſoeuer a man 
gocth , he carriech his cloathes with himz ſo 
whereſocuer they, goe' they ſhall carry their 
ſhame with them. And char which is ſtrangeſt 
of all; chey which are aſhamed vfe to clothe or 
couer their ſhame, and then thinke themſelues 
well inough. But Dauids cnemies ſhalbe fo ſha. 
med, that euen the very couering of their ſhame 
ſhall be a diſcovering of it; and the clothing or 
cloking of their 1gnominic,ſhall be nothing elle 
but a girding of it more cloſely and more vnſe- 
perably vntorhem. Sothe Prophet ſpeaketh cls 
where:iLet them be put to confuſton andſhatne 
together, thatreioyce at mine hurt. Let-them., 


vp themſelnes againſt mee. O Lord God, ſay 
Amen tot; let it be euen ſo, O Lord,Let them 
beclothed with rebuke and diſhonour that lift 
vp themſclues againſt thine anointed. And a- 
gaine,}Lertſhame be vnto him as a cloak thathe 
hath vpon him , andas the girdle that he is al- 
waies girded withall. And yet againe,/Letmine 
aduerſaries be clothed with ſhame,and lertthem 
couer themſelues with their owne confuſion as 


with a cloake. ? 
But to leaue the word, and come tothe mat- 


ſhame} 
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 ſhamethree waies:In their owne conſcience;In 
the world;In the dayot Iudgement. 

Touching their owne conſcience, S. Auſtin | 
faigs well , ® All vnordinate deſires, as none are | 39mm, 
| more vnordinate , then traiterous and rebelli-| 5: cf 
ous enterpriſes, carry in themſclues that bane | p«1a. ; 
which poylons and punithes them art the laſt. 
Whereupon the Prophet faies , ® Hide me O » Pat.;7 +. 
Lord, vader the ſhadowe of thy wings , vacill|* 
inihuitie be ouerpaſt, as the Septuagint tran- 
ſlate it. But we readir, Vntill this Tyrannie be 0-| 
uerpaſt, And others tranſlate it, Vnrill this Ca- 
lamirie , or this Miſeric be ouerpaſt. Whirh 
indifferent acceptation of the Hebrew word, 
| ſheweth that nothing doth fo tiraniſe ouer the 
conſcience, nothing ts ſuch a calamitie & miſe- 
|ry/to the minde , as iniquitic and-ſinne. Iudas 
after he had betrayed his Maſter, was ſo con- 
founded in his owne conſcience, that he faid, *I| o Matr29.4. 
haue ſinned in betraying innocert blood. Prodz-| 
for Caſca : vile traytour : if his blood be inno- 
cent, then thy conſcience is guiltic. And it thou 
canſt confeſſe thou haſt ſinned when it is:too 
{late, why did{t thou not take heede of ſinning 
when t'was time ? I haue ſinned ſaics he, ſinned 
in{betraying innocent blood. A thouſand hells 
could not haue more tormented him, then this 
deſperate ſorow and extreame ſhame where- | 
with his conſcience was clothed, tearing his| : 
bowells whilk he was aliue , and powringthem 
out when he died. 
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Now. as for ſhame in the world, we reade 
p Genas. |P that God did ſeta marke vpon Caine the mur- 

therer of inſt Habel; and ſo conſequently the 
[ riog-leaderof all Dauids cuem:*s. Therefore 
as when men ſee a wolte,ora tuxc,or any ſich 
hurctull beaſt in the foreſt , they ſet all their 
| dogs vpon him; lo the enemies ofthe Lords a- 
| noynred, beeing burne as it were and branded 
' with the markes of ſhame,arc howted and hun- 
| | red whereſoeuer they goe. One example at this | 
time ſhall ſuffice. Maxentius a wicked rebell a- 
'gainſt his owne Lord the famous Emperour | 
| Conſtantine the great, deuiſed to haue abridge | 
made with cock-boats chained together ouer a 
river neere Rome,thinking to traine the Empe- i 
{rour that way,and there to drowne them in'the. 
[riuer. But God ſo v rought for his choſen ſer- 
'uant,thar the enemy himfclte beeing compelled | 
to flie that way, was taken in that pit which he 
digged forothers. And foas Pharaoh wasclo- ! 
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'rhed with (ſhame in the open view & fight of all 
che world, when he and all his hoſt were drow- 
Ft [ned in the red ſea, alter the ſame faſhion Max- | 
|  entius was dreft. | 
| Laſtly, touching ſhame inthe dayof iudge- 
| ment, Dauitds enemies at thatday;thall ſtand be-' 
| fore che tribunall ſeate of 'Chriſt,beeing naked 
| in all reſpc&s elſe, but onely coucred with 
| heir owne ſhame. Then they hall be vexed_ { 
+ Sapicn.5.2-| with horrible feare*, and clothed-with confuſi- 
 0n;Whereas the righteous ſhallbe cloched with |

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incorruprion; vea though in this life with the 
rich glutton,f they haue been clothed with pur-:

ple and fine linnen, yetthen their attire ſhall be | 
diſhonour, and their garment ſhall be ſhame.

| nointed with ſhame;clothe them in their owne 
conſcience; clothe them 1n the world; clothe 
them in theday of wdgement. As forhis ene-: 
mies I ſhall clothe them with ſhame; But vpon | 
himſelfe ſhall his crowne flourith.

bath, * tooke the crownefrom off his head,and 
found itthe weight ofa talent pf gold,with pre- 

cious ſtones in itzand ſet irvypon his owne head.

Caputrs, that was abſolute king almoſt of hue 


kingdomes ſomewhat before the conqueſt, vp-

earth doe. But the truth is this, that royalty and 
maieſtie, which is eſſentiall to God, he is con- 
rent to communicate to his holy ones, and to 
his anornted,by participation and grace. There-' 
fore'the Lords anointed, which is as it were his 
fauourite , may very well doe all thete three 
things at once; wearethe crowne which God 
giueth ;and yet deteſt the pride which God ab- 
horreth; and till admire the Maieſtie , Which| 
God entoyeth: So that the Lord promiſing his 
ſernant Dauid a crowne,promiſeth him wealth, 
wiſedome', renowne, dignitie, proſperttie; in 
one word, all royalties belonging to a crowne. 
Bur ypon himſcHe ſhall his crowne flouriſh. | 
| Secondly,he ſhall haue a flouriſhing crowne. 
Flouriſhing is metaphorically attributed to a 
crowne.

Now by 
buſines he meant, I weene eſpecially his ſtudie | | 
and care to performe well his taske in the tran- 
ſlartton. Wheretn how excellently he was im- 
ployed, all they can witnefſe who were-ioyned 
with him inthar labour. For though they be the | 
very flower of che Vaiuerſtcie for knowledge of 
the tongues , yet they will not be aſhamed to 
confeſſe,thatno one man of their companie, if 
not by other reſpedts, yctat leaſtwiſe for long 
experience and exercife in this kind, was to be | 
compared with him. For indeede he was ſode-| 
firous that this buſines begun by tae comman-! 
dement of our moſt gratious Souecraigne King 
| Iames,ſhould be broughtro a happie ende; thar| 
| ofcentiines 1n-many mens hearings, he prote- 
ſted he had rather die, then be any way negli- 
gent herein; VVhich as ſome thinke by all like- 
lihood came indeede fo to paſſe. 'To wit, that 
roo earneſt ſtudic and paines about the-tranſla- 
 tion,haſtened his death, and brought it on ſoo- 
ner.

hand. Yetas I nored before, that theſe' ſpeake 
falſe conſtruction with their hand:ſo now I note 
that theſe ſteale true conſtruction. with their | 
rongue:They ſteale their words I fay,howſoeuer' 
otherwiſe they be moſt true, who as Auſtin wri- 
'teth , would ſeeme to be righteous in that they 
teach the words of God, whereas indeede they 
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are vnrightcous, in that they doe the workes of 
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the deuill. Wherefore we that are a holy peo- 
ple, muſt not teach the words of God, and doe! 
che workes of the deuill; we muſt notteach one 
thing and doe an other. For not he that only 
| ceacheth, but He that both doeth and tcacheth, | 
the ſame ſhall be called great in the kingdom of| 
heauen, 

Thus much for the firſt part negative, whar | 
muſt not be. Neither paſtor nor people muſt 
teach one thing and doe an other. That muſt 
not be. 

The fecond part affirmatiue followeth, what 
mult be; Both paſtor and people muſt doe that 
themſelues which they teach others to do. That 
muſt be; Firſt for the paſtor he hath ewo kind of 
garments. A breſtplate, and an Ephod. The 
breſt-plate ſhewes that he muſt haue ſcience 
to teach : the ephod ſhews that he muſt have 
conſcience to doe that which he teacheth. And 
in the very breſtplate itſelfe is written, not only 
Vrim, but alſo Thummim. Vrim ſignifies lighr. 
Thummim ſignifies perfetion. To prooue that} 
the paſtor, muſt not onely be the light of the 
world, butalſo the falr of the earth: not onely a 
light of direction in his teaching, but alſo apat- 
rerne of perfection in his doing.For euen as the| 
ſnuffers of the tabernacle were made of pure 

olde ;| ſo preachers which ſhould Purge and 
Jeſſe ,/and cleereothers that they may burne- 
out brightly, muſt be made of pure gold, that

And fo fates our heauenly 
Capraine and conquerour Teſus Chriſt, nor rc, 
but Yezxite,Come vnto meall ye that labour,and 
learne of me,becauſe I am mecke and humble in 
heart. He faies nor, becauſe I talke of my humi- 
litie, but becauſe Iam humble, becauſe I ſhew 
the praCtiſe of it continually in my ſelfe. I(faies 
he)came downe from heauen to carth,I left my 
fatiers boſome, and 'tooke a traytours kifle, to 
teach all men true humilitie. Thereforethere is 
no! teacher to me, there is no maſterto me : 
Learne of me, becauſe I am mecke and humble 
in heart. This kind of inſtruction both by teach- 
ing and by doing, is that two-edged ſword, 
| which proceedeth out of the mouth of the 
Lambe. For tell me I pray you (if it benotrou- 
ble to you)tell me, what is the reaſon think you, 
why ſo many Preachers in their Churches, fo 
many maſters in their families, ſecke to redreſle 
abuſes, ſtriue againſt ſinnes, and yet preuaile ſo 
little, but onely becauſe they fight not with this 
two-edged ſword, but with abackſword. The 
ſwprd which they fight withall is very ſharpe, 
ang cuts deepe on the teaching-fide, bur it is 
blunt and hath no edge atall on the doing-fide. 
Whereas if we would fightagainſt vngodlines 


could ſay thus much, Better done then ſaid. A 
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with this r:r0-edped {word both by teaching | 
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and doing, we ſhould ſoone cur downe finne in 
ſuch fort as it ſhonld neuer be able to ſtand out 
againſt vs. Therefore Dauid beetng readie ro 
reforme many things among his people, faies 
in one of the Pfalmes, O Lord gine me good- 
nes and knowledge. Goodnes, that may doe 
well, and; Knowledge, that I maygteach well. 


For I am ſure (faics he ) that all my reaching |

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this phraſe may giue vs thus much to vnger- 
{tand, that if the Prophets dealt fo, as cuery 
word of God paſſed nor onely through their | 
mourties, bur alſo through their hands, that 
then we alſo mult fo dealein hearing and hand- 
ling the word of God, as we may bring vato 
God faies Agapetus, not onely a protering of 
words,butalfo an offering of works. VV hertore 
deare brethren, let your light fo ſhine before | 


men , that.they not onely hearing your good 


plorifie your father which is in heauen.For then 
Laflure you, if we glorifie our father which is 
in heauen, he will glorifte vs his children which 
are vpon carth, and in the ende make vs great in 
the kingdome of-heauen. O remember there- 


fore that golden ſaying in the Scriprure, The | *c1.11416. 


feare ofthe Lord is the beginning of wiſedome, 
a good vnderftanding haue all they that doe 


good vnderftanding haueall they that do there- 
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that is according to it,haue an il vaderſtanding. 
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ſhall be eternally rewarded. O how richly are! 
the Apoſtles rewarded , how highly are they 


well, but wrought well : ye haue not onely 


[now honoured in heauen, becauſe when they 
were vpon earth, they had a good vaderftan-| 
ding. They had clouen tongues. Clouen tongus?| 
What's that ? Te tell you. Doe you not ſee] 
how our hands are clouen and diuided into fin- 
gers; So were the Apoſtles tongues. They(in a 
manner if I may ſo ſay) had fingers vpon their 
tongues, as well as we hate vpon our hands. It 
was butawordand a worke with them. They 
had no ſooner taught others 2117 good thing( as 
O Lord what good thing did they not teach vs 
all!) but by and by they were readic to pradtiſe it | 
and toperforme itthemſelnes. Therefore they 
are already great in the kingdome of heauen, | 
yea and much more ſhall be. The twelue Apo- 
tles ſhall fit ypon twelue thrones, iudging the 
ewelue tribes of Iſrack. And it we can happely 
obtaine ſo much grace and goodnes of God, as 
that we may haue a care and aconſcience as wel 
ro doe asto teach, then as ſure as God's in hea-| 
uen, we likewiſe ſhall be great in the kingdome 
of heauen. We ſhall be enſtalled with Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles in the throne of glorie, when 
we ſhall heare him fay vnto vs,Come ye bleſſed 
of my Father, inherite the kingdome of hea- 
uen prepared for you. For ye haue nor only pro- 
feſſed , but praiſed: ye haue not onely = 

aid 
well, but done well: therefore now you ſhall be 
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| greatin the kingdome of heauen. To the which | 
kingdom of heauen,we beſcech thee,O Lord,to 
bring vs not for any ſaying or doing of ours, 
but tor the tender mercies and precious merits 
of Teſus Chriſt : tro whom with the Father and} 
che holy Ghoſt,beall honour and glorie, power 
and praiſe, digniticand dominion, now and c- 
ucrmore. Amen. 
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
